Subject :—Prohibition on export of onions—Exemption for export of Bangalore rose onions and Krishnapurain 
onions—Reg. 

S.O. 316(E). In exercise of powers conferred by Section 5 of the Foreign Trade (Development and Regulation) 
Act, 1992 (No. 22 of 1992) read w ith Para 2.1 of the Foreign Trade Policy, 2009-2014, the Central Government, with 
immediate effect, makes the following amendments in Notification No. 13( RE-2010)/2009-2014, dated 22-12-2010. 

2. Export of Bangalore Rose Onions and Krishnapuram Onions shall be moved from "Prohibited" category to 
"Restricted" category with immediate effect. Thus the prohibition imposed on export of onions vide Notification 
No. 13(RE-2010)/2009-2014, dated 22-12-2010 shall not be applicable to these two categories of onion. Accordingly 
entry 44 in the Table B of Schedule 2 of ITC(I IS) Classification of Export and Import Items shall be substituted by entries 
at SI. No. 44.01 and 44.02 as under:
